DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 11-29 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 1 -23 are allowable because the prior art does not disclose or make 

obvious in combination a diagnostic method for monitoring at least one plug-in 
connection to an antenna, the plug-in connection being in an antenna signal path to the 
antenna, comprising: supplying a diagnostic signal bypassing an active circuit provided 
in the antenna signal path, influencing a power supply of the active circuit depending on 
whether the diagnostic signal is affected by an error due to the at least one plug-in 
connection, and detecting whether power consumption of the active circuit is outside a 
predefined window. 

Claims 24-29 are allowable because the prior art does not disclose or make 
obvious in combination a diagnostic device for monitoring at least one plug-in 
connection to an antenna, the plug-in connection being in an antenna signal path to the 
antenna, comprising: means for enabling a diagnostic signal to bypass an active circuit 
in the antenna signal path, means for influencing a power supply of the active circuit 
depending on whether the diagnostic signal is affected by an error due to the at least 
one plug-in connection, and means for detecting whether power consumption of the 
active circuit is outside a predefined window.
